The two pilots, wearing flying kit, 


with parachutes, were in the front 
control cable with Major G. H, Seott, 


the oilicer in command. When the 


airship had risen about 2,000 feet, they 
walked inside the airship to small 
trap-doors immediately above their 
aeroplanes and clambered down rope- 
ladders to the cockpits a few feet be-
